PENNED IN BY FLAMES. 


SEVERAL PERSONS FATALLY INJURED IN 
A BURNING DWELLING. 


Terrible Hurricane off Grand Banks—Many 
Vessels Wrecked and Great Loss of Life— 
Fatal Railroad Collision at Peoria, 0.— 
Two Men KHilled—Fatally Scalded— 
Casualties. | 


NEWARK, N. J., September 12.—Between 1 
and 2 o’clock this morning athree-story frame 
tenement on Middlesex and Harrison streets 
was destroyed by fire with its coutents, 
causing a loss of $2,000. The house was 
occupied by Wm. Roetger and Daniel Wolf on 
the firstand second floors, while on the top 
floor five Hungarians lived. Roetger and 
Wolf, with their families, escaped with only 
their night clothes, but the Hungarians were 
penned inonthe top floor. Three of these 
jumped tothe ground and were seriously, if 
not fatally, injured. They were all badly 
burned. Ondroa’s flesh isinshreds. Of the 
two others remaining in the burning building, 
one jumped and landed unhurtinatree. The 
other, Michael Dradjosky, aged 38 years, was 
burned to death. 


A Frightful Accident. 


SPRINGFIELD, O., September 12.—A frightful 
accident occurred on the New York, Pennsyl- 
vania & Ohio Railroad at Peoria, O., this morn- 
ing at 4o’clock. The Atlantic express, east- 


bound, while running forty-five miles an 
hour, collided with a locomotive that was 
stancing on the track at Peoria. Norman 
Gregg, engineer of the passenger train, was 
instantly killed, and his fireman, name not 
learned, had both arms broken. John Haley, 
engineer of the single locomotive, was fatally 
injured. Both engines were completely de- 
molished and the track torn up some distance. 
So far as learned no passengers were injured. 


Terrible Hurricane at Grand Banks. 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., September 12.—The 
schooner Arethusa of Shelburn, Nova Scotia, 
arrived here this morning from the Grand 
Banks. She reports that a terrible hurrieane 


swept overthe banks on August 26. Great 
damage was done tothe vessels and many 
fishermen were lost. Fourteen men belong- 
ing to the schooner Manee of Pubnico, Nova 
Scotia, were swept overboard and drowned, 


Fatally dcalded. 


SPRINGFIELD, O., September 12.—Martin 
Renchler, age 32, fell into a vat of boiling 


water this morning at Schneider’s Brewery 
and was fatally scalded. 


LUTHERAN GENERAL COUNCIL. 


A Vast Amount of Business Considered and 
Transacted at To-Day’s Session. 


GREENVILLE, Pa., September 12.—The 
Lutheran General Council opened to-day’s 
session with religious services by Rev. Mech- 
lin of Lancaster, O. The report of the Church 
Book Committee was then taken up, and after 
a lengthy discussion it was decided to retain the 
present form of evening services, for a time, 
though the edition about to be issued shail 


also contain the new vesper service. Ab. Lilja 
of the Swedish Immigrant Mission reported 
a large increase in Swedish immigration dur- 
ing the past year. Last year 40,349 persons 
were instructed and cared for. Ihe first six 
months of this year 30,000 had been re- 
ceived; nearly all of these were strong, 
healthy working people. The immigrants, as 
a rule, settied in the West and Northwest 
wherethey soon became well-to-do and re- 
spectabie citizens. The report of the Ward's 
Island (New York) Hospital Mission was next 
presented. The mission has cared for 3,500 
patients, of all religions, since the establish- 
ment of the hospital in 1874. Complaint was 
made that a Jesuit father persists in proselyt- 
ing among the sick and dying. A request was 
also made for aid in money to pay the ex 
penses of the chaplain. 

The city of New York formerly appointed a 
Protestant and Catholic chaplain for this place, 
but now no longer supports them.The sugges- 
tion was made that ladies aid societies of all 
denominations might take the matter in hand. 
The reports were@&dopted. 

The report of the Committee on Sunday- 
school Work was not very encouraging, but 
the committee expressed its determination to

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


The President Pardons Indian Policemen 
Convicted of Manslaughter. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 12.—The 
President haus pardoned Thomas R. Knight, 
John A. Brooks and Henry Patz, 
convicted of manslaughter in the 
Western District of Arkansas and 
sentenced to imprisonment. They were Indian 
police, and killed a man while attempting to 
arrest him. In his endorsement upon the ap- 
plication the President says: : 

„It is with much hesitation that I have de- 
termined to release these convicts from the 
consequences of their somewhat rash 
act. But I am satisfied that rashness, 
instead of malice or criminal in- 
tent, characterized the homicide, and I 
am very much influenced in — action by con- 
sidering the effect which might follow the 
punishment of an officer acting under legal 
authority in the somewhat lawless surround- 
ings of the Indian Territory.

CAN'T BE DONE 


PRESIDENT FLAD DISPOSES OF THE SEWER 
FLUSHING SCHEME, 


‘Which He Pronounces Impracticable, Even 


in a Single District—The Bridge Com- 
pany Accepts Its Terminal Ordinance 
and Gives Bond—Edad Butler Is Pledged 
to the Mayor for the Next Race—The 
New City Ball Pilans—Vaccinating 
School Children—Municipal Matters. 


The Board of Health has been discussing 
schemes for the relief of that portion of the 
city between Park avenue and Chippewa 
street where diphtheria has been epidemic. 
At the last meeting the Board called upon 
President Flad of the Board of Public Im- 
provements to flushthe sewers of that terri- 
tory. Thesame plan was suggested by sev- 
eral correspondents of the PosT-DISPATCH. 
To this proposition President Flad made the 
following written reply atthe meeting of the 
Board of Health this afternoon, showing that 
the scheme is impracticable: 

In a communication 
orable Board, received 
I am reguested to have 
between Park avenue and Chippewa 
street examined and fiushed out. The 
letter was referred to the Sewer Commissioner 
with a view of securing the necessary data on 
which to make an estimate of the cost of the 
work which your honorable Board requests to 
have done. 

A copy of his answer is herewith submitted. 
According to it the territory embraced within 
the limits named contains fifty-one miles of 
sewer. Ofthese two and seven-tenth miles 
are from 6 to 12 feet in diameter, five and four- 
tenth miles from ( to léfeet and forty-two and 
nine-tenth miles 
from Ito (feet. It willappear, therefore, that 
the mere examination of the sewers is a werk 
of great magnitude. As to flushing them itis 
entirely impracticable in the common ac- 
ceptation of the word. Flushing gener- 
ally means causing such a quantity of 
water to flow through a sewer as to 


stirup and remove all extraneous matter 
which may have accumulated init. A heavy 
rainfall, say of ope inch per bour, will have 
such an effect, aad a prominent physician from 
observing this, recently advocated this sys- 
tem of clearing the sewers of all sediment and 
obstructions, and proposes to flush them 
causing a eufficient quantity of water from end 
Water-works to flow into them. A rain of one 
inch lasting an hour, will fill the sewers to 
about two-thirds of their height, and will 
cause a discharge into the sewers of about 
three-fourths of a cubic foot or say five gallons 
per second from every acre of the drainage 
area. 

»The ares ot the territory drained by the 
above sewers is 1,677 acres and the quantity of 
water discharged per second by the rain fall 
of one inch per houris therefore about 3,400 

allons. This quantity to be effective would 
ave to flow for at least an hour and the total

But the plan proposed by 
the Sewer Commissioner of effecting the clean- 
ing ofthe sewers by manual labor, using at 
the same time a reasonable quantity of water, 
is practicable, and has been used on former 
occasions with very satisfactory resuits. 

According to his estimate, in which I con- 
cur, the cost of this work will be about $1,200, 
and if your Board has an appropriation cov- 
ering this amount the work will be commenced 
at once. 


A New City Hall. 


Building Commissioner kledus, Mayor 
Francis and several members of the Mu nicipal 
Assembly, particularly Delegate Sullivan, are 
advocating the erection of a new City Hall. 


This much-needed improvement will depend 
upon the financiai condition of the 
city. Comptrolyer Campell, the fnan- 
cial officer of the city, was asked 
this morning what provision he 
could make for this undertaking. ‘‘If an 
amendment providing for street sprinkling by 
a special tax we can raise $250,000 a year, and 
in four years can pay fora magnificent City 
Hall. building that will serve for all pur- 
poses can be put up fora million and a half 
and expenditures can be so made as to 
leave room for additions and improvements. 
We nd $40,000 or $50,000a year in repairs 
that could be put into a new buliding. This 
old trap will cost about $7,000 this year. An 
ordinance providing for the erection of a new 
City Hall in Washington Park was passed some 
years ago. The plans were prepared under 
that ordinance but nothing further was done. 
The city owns the block on which this 
building stands. It is a much better site fora 
city ball tuan the park. A new building could 
be put up without inconvenience to the vari- 
ous vffices. While work is progressing on one- 
half, the offices could be temporarily established 
in the other; or, if necessary. we could rent 
bulldings in this vicinity. There is no ques- 
tion about the need of a substantial City Hall. 


Butiler’s Position. 


The politicians at the City Hall discussed the 
mayoralty race plans as presented on Satur- 
day. All agreed that it was a good view of the 
situation. It's going to disturb things a

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A BIG SUCCESS. 


WORLD’S MEDICAL CONGRESS DIS- 
CUSSED BY ST. LOUIS DELEGATES. 


THE 


Drs. Wm. Porter and I. N. Love Return 
From Washington—Some Distinguished 
Foreigners and How the Country Im- 
pressed Them—The New Treatment for 
Diphtheria Startles the European Phy- 
sicians—Mrs. Cleveland Talks E£Enthusi- 
astically About St. Louis and Her Coming 
Visit—Probable Visitors to This City. 


Dr. William Porter and Dr. I. N. Love of this 
city arrived this morning on the early train 
from Washington, where they had been at- 
tending the Worid’s Medical Congress during 
the past week. To a reporter for the Post- 
DISPATCH Dr. Porter stated that the Congress 
was in every way asuccess. Those local phy- 
sicians, he said, who had opposed the Con- 
gress inthe beginning were fewin number, 
and did not amount to much anyhow. Fur- 
thermore,many of them fell in line toward the 
end and participated in the work. 

A BIG SUCCESS. 

Dr. Porter said that the Congress was suc- 
cessfulin point of attendance as well as in 
the transaction of the business before it, and 
the interest developed by the interchange of 
ideas on current medical topics. The régis- 
tration, or in other words the number of 
physicians from all parts who were present 
during the sessions, was something above 
2,800, considerably larger than the last Con- 
gress, which was held in Copenhagan. The 
largest World's Medical Congress on record 
was that held in London, probably half a 
dozen years ago, when the registration was 
3,100. Of this number, however, about 1,100 
were registered from London itself, which 
would leave about 2,000 registered from cities 


outside that in which the convention was 
being held. These figures would go to show 
that the present Congress was larger by some 
600 than the London affair. 

„Ot the 2,800 registered, said Dr. Porter, 
there were between 400 and 500 foreigners, 
considerably more than were expected to 
come. We had put down the foreign attend- 
ance at about 300, so you can see that we were 
agreeably surprised when we found that it 
was larger. Many ofthe foreigners were very 
charming men. Sinclair-Coghill of London, a 
learned writerand great worker on diseases 
of the lungs; Prof. Unnah of Hamburg, the 
leading dermatologist of the world; Landoldt 
of Paris, one of the leading oculiste of the 
world; Semmola of Italy, Martin of Berlin, 
Lennox Brown of London, Langdon-Down of 
the same place, neurologist; Hanlon-Brown 
of Doublin, Cordes, the great surgeon of 
Geneva; Savage of London, Sir James Grant 
of Canada, Desverine from Cuba, andin fact 
hundreds of other great European physicians 
and scientists were there,and I can assure 
yee that their American confreres were great- 
y delighted and charmed with them both per- 
sonally and professionally. Desverine’s paper 
on the mechanical movements of the throat 
was a feature of our section, and in fact of the 
Congress. 

EUROPE SURPRISED. 

One of the surprises of the Congress, 
continued Dr. Porter, was the paper and 
experiments of Dr. O’Dwyer of New York, 
discussing and demonstrating the application 
of the new instrument which replaces the 
operation of tracheotomy in diphtheria. The 
instrument is a long silver tube which is in- 
troduced into the trachea from the inside and 
through which the patient breathes instead of 
the natural channel. This has been used 
with marked successin diphtheria and the 
literature of the subject was presented by 
Dr. O’Dwyer, showing the results of 
this treatment, which was used in- 
stead of the usual surgical operation. 
The paper and Dr. O’Dwyer’s specimens 
created a genuine sensation among the Euro- 
peans, to whom the whole process was new. 
The idea, though a continental one, was not 
developed in Europe and our visitors were not 
only suprised but were pleased with Dr. 
O’Dwyer’s cases and those he quoted. The 
treatment is called intubation. esides this 
I understand there were many interesting new 
matters brought out in the surgical section, 
but I had no time to follow much besides my 
own work. 

Dr. Porter said that the delegates to the con- 
vention were entertained in splendid style, es- 
pecially by the Government officials. The Con- 
gress was opened by 

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND, 

who remained with the Congress during the 
whole of the session of the first day. On Tues- 
day evening the President tendered a recep- 
tion tothe delegates. It was the intention to 
hold the reception for one hour, but before 
the Chief Magistrate was through be had been 
receiving the physicians two hours 
and a half. On the next day, Wédnes- 
day, at tae invitation of Mrs. Carlisie, 
Mrs. Dr. Dudley Reynolds and Mrs. Dr. J. 
M. Matthews of Louisville, together with Mrs. 
Dr. Wm. Porter of St. Louis, called on Mrs. 
Cleveland, the Presidents wife. Mrs. Cleve- 
land expressed herself as delighted at having 
met the ladfes, and to Mrs. Porter spoke en- 
thusiastically of her coming visit to St. Louis. 
This visit, she said, has been the subject of 
much thought to her and she looked 
forward to it with wo pleasant an- 
ticipations. She was delighted at the 
prospects and said she was much 

leased with the arrangements which have 

en made for her and her husband’s enter- 
tainment while in the city. This visit was 
paid to Mrs. Cleveland at Oakview, the coun- 
try cottage near Washington. The next day 
at the Executive Mansion, Mrs. Cleveland re- 
ceived Mrs. Dr. Wile of Danbury, Conn., Miss 
Driggs of Asbury Park and Miss Delphine Love, 
daughter of Dr. I. N. Love of this city. 

1 WILL VISIT Sr. LOSS. 

The majority of the foreign delegates to the 
Congress will return on early steamers, but a 
few ofthe distinguished ones will stay over 
for a month or two, and contemplate visiting 
many of the large cities throughout the coun- 
try. Threeor four of these have in 
that they will visit St. Louis among other 
cities, and will remain here probably a week. 
Many of them, Dr. Porter says, have been 
deeply impressed by what they have seen in

THE MAYOR’S BOAST. 

In enumerating his management of the 
8.65loan among the brilliant successes of his 
administration, and boasting at the same 
time that the city now gets interest at the 
rate of 3.91 on current balances, while 
paying only 3.6 on its bonds, Mayor FRaNn- 
cis prefers a claim that challenges criticism 
to a certain extent. 

The ease with which Missouri’s 3.50 
bonds were placed at a premium of 2.78 
fully justified the expectation’ that St. 
Louis bonds of the same rate would be 
snapped up at par, if not at a pre- 
mium. But instead of advertising for 
bids and giving outside capitalists 
an opportunity to carry this debt for us, 
the scheme of keeping the new bonds at 
home and sending St. Louis money away 
to pay the old ones was adopted. The city 
was canvassed for pledges of subscription 
and books were opened for a great popular 
home loan. But business prosperity and 
activity offered more profitable invest- 
ments for St. Louis capital, and the 
scheme failed. The rate was raised to 
3.65, and although over two millions of it 
was taken—enough to make St. Louis one 
of the tightest money markets in the 
country at the beginning of the fall busi- 
ness season—a part of the loan remains 
untaken and buyers are said to be offer- 
ing at less than par the bonds already 
taken. 

The increase of the bank bid from 3.60 
to 3.91 for the city deposits shows how the 
Mayor’s management has increased the 
stringency of the local money market. It 
has to some extent handicapped the com- 
merce and industries of the city, and it 
has placed the credit of the city in unfa- 
vorable contrast with that of the State, 
when nothing but mismanagement pre- 
vented the placing of city bonds in the 
Eastern money market on as favorable 
terms as Missouri bonds. The Mayor 
meant well in appealing to the patriotism 
of local capitalists, and they manifested a 
commendable amount of it, but the net 
financial result of his manipulation of the 
money market is not a dazzling success.

A Bitter Debate Expected in the House of

Lonpon, September 12.—The debate to-night 


in the House over the Mitchellstown murders 
will make history. Members are returning to 
town from all parts of the country to take part 
in the debate to be Initiated by Sir Wm. Vernon 
Harcourt as to the murder of the man Loner- 
gan. The greatest indignation is evinced in 
many unexpected quarters here over the con- 
duct of the constabulary and it is reported that, 
despite Lord Hartington, a very large propor- 
tion of Liberal-Unioniste will not only not 
support the Tory Government, but will join in 
a vote of want of confidence which will be 
proposed should there appear a probability of 
ite being carried. 
O’ BRIEN’S ARREST. 

From Dublin I hear that Mr. Balfour is put- 
ting more nailsin his political coffin by ar- 
resting Mr. O’Brien for alleged seditious 
language used at Bray. He was arrested at 7 
o’clock last evening while bidding good bye 
onthe mail steamer to Mr. Labouchere and 
Mr. Brunner, M. P., on their departure for 
England to take part in the debate this even- 
ing. Mr. O’Brien had been asked by some of 
his colleagues to go over to England also to 
take ashare inthe debate, buthe decided 
yesterday morning notto go, but to await the 
expected arrestin Dublin. He was taken to 
the Imperial Hotel, where a crowd soon 
gathered. They grew enthusiastic and at 
last Mr. O’Brien stepped out on a balcony and 
addressed them, though an officer charged 
with the arrest had desired him to pledge 
himself notto speak, which Mr. O’Brien re- 
fusedtodo. Mr. O’Brien said: 

} O’BRIEN’S SPEECH. 

Jam under arrest here to-night, and I 
have been told thatI must not open my lips. 
They are welcome to gag my mouth as soon 
as they please, but until they do so, and so 
long asI have breath in my body, my voice 
shall not be silent. There is no action 6f my 
lite of which Iam more proud than ofa fight 
which Ihumbily made for the hearths and 
homes of the people of Mitchellstowu. And 
every night that I sleep on a prison plank bed, 
I shall sleep more soundly Wan Mr. Balfour. 
For I shall know that whilelIsleep on the 
plank bed, the people of Mitchellstown, thank 
God, can sleep under their own roofs, and that 
they are safe from the clutches of the crow- 
bar men. Iwill not trust myself to speak of 
what took place at Mitchelistown on Friday, 
and of the cold-blooded and cowardiy murder. 
I will only say that I am proud of the men who 
held the square, and Ishall be proud to suffer 
for such men and for suchacause. To-night, 
when I went down to Kingston to see our En- 
glish friends off to London, with not the 
smallest intention of leaving Ireland—for I 
have the least notion in the world of disem- 
barrassing the Government of my presence—I 
was told that I should be arrested if I went on 
a boat to England, but that I would not be ar- 
rested if I did not. They are beginning to 
be half afraid of us in England and I promise 
you—these men, of course, only carry out 
their instructions—l promise you that if the 
Irish people can only act with the heart and 
with the spirit of the men who held the square 
in Mitchelistown, the day is coming, and is 
coming fast, when the bayonets will fall out 
of the hands of our enemies, and that as Iam 
going to-night into Dublin Castle a prisoner, 
the night will come soon when we will go to 
Dublin Castle as victors in the Irish cause.’’ 

GOING TO MITCHELLSTOWN. 

Immediately after the delivery of this speech 
the Lord Mayor arrived on the scene and had 
an interview with Mr. O’Brien, who was then 
informed by the Superintendent that be would 
be required to remain at the hotel till (o' clock 
in the morning, when he would be handed 
over to the constabulary for removal to 
Mitchelistown. At II o’clock a small crowd 
was still collecting outside of the hotel cor- 
ridors, cheers being given occasionally for 
Mr. Parnell, Mr. O’Brien and the plan of cam- 
paign. 


O’BRIEN AT MITCHELLSTOWN. 

DUBLIN, September 12.—Mr. William O’Brien, 
who was arrested at Kingstown yesterday, 
was conveyed to Mitchelistown this morning, 
in the custody of an officer. He was accom- 
panied by Mr. Timothy Harrington and his 
counsel. Mr. O’Brien emphatically denies 
that he boarded the steamer at Kingstown to 
avoid arrest, his object being simply to see 
Mr. Labouchere, who was about to leave for 
London. 

O’BRIEN’S SPEECH AT LIMERICK. 

Mr. O’Brien was enthusiastically received 
by a large crowd on his arrival at Limerick. 
In an address Mr. O’Brien said he never went 
on a journey which promised better for the 
cause of Ireland than the one he was now 
making. The Government might close his 
lips, but there was a spirit left in Ireland to- 
day thatall the bayonets at their command 
could not silence. 

REMANDED TO JAIL. 

The Mayor, members of the Municipality 
and many prominent citizens met Mr 
O’Brien at the Cork depot. Two hundred 
policemen and a strong force of military es- 
corted Mr. O’Brien to the Court-house, where 
aformal charge was made against him, and 
he was remanded to jail. The streets were 
crowded with people. The Mayor complained 
to Magistrate Gardiner of the presence of the 
military and police which, he said, were not 
needed and were calculated to irritate the 
populace. 

A RIOT. 

The streets through which Mr. O’Brien was 
taken to the jail were lined with troops. Stones 
were thrown at the police escorting Mr. 
O’Brien and several of them were wounded. 
The police then charged the crowd, using their 
batons freely and injuring many of the spec- 


tators.

THE MITCHELLSTOWN TRAGEDY. 


Fierce Denunciation of the Government Ex- 
pected in this Evening’s Debate. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpow, September 12.—The Mitchellstown 
tragedy has practically revolutionized the sit- 
uation and the debate to-night, instead of de- 
ing formal and colorless, will unite the Lib- 
eral and Irish parties in fierce denunciation of 
the Govermmeént, which has needlessly and 
wantonly tifled itself with the act of its | 
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resignation any longer in suspense, and bis 
withdrawal from the Irish Secretaryship to-day 
will, uo doubt, be practical testimony to his dis - 
gust. The newspaper correspondence to-day 
proves the allegation of the Irish members 
that nothing less than murder is in question, 
and that when the police fired only a small 
knot of persons were near the barracks. It 
is also shown that they fred, not on the middle 
of thé square, where the excitement was 
created, but on a corner where a few onlook- 
ers were gathered. This disposes of Balfour’s 
suggestion, that they fired in self-defense. 
The police were practically not under com- 
mand, but are said to have been in a wild 
state of panic. No act was read. The first 
act of violence was on the part of the police. 
The latter, moreover, had no instructions 
from Dublin Castile. 

The Government is exhorted by its partisans 
in the press to stand firm. Among the notable 
exceptions is Chamberlain’s organ, the Bir- 
mingham Daily Post, which says the firing 
was either an act of vengeance on the crowd, 
or in consequence of the panic,and was wholly 
without justification, or, indeed, reasonable 
cause. At the moment of cabling it is thought 
that several distinguished Liberal-Unionists 


will vote against the Government. The debate 
will certainly be closured.

MURDERED BY MOONLIGHTERS. 

DUBLIN, September 12. -Moonlighters last 
night murdered Constable Wheleham and 
mortally wounded another officer near Ennis, 
County Clare.

THE MOONLIGHTERS TRAPPED. 

The assault occurred at Lisdoonvarna. A 
constable who was present when 
Wheleham was killed states that 
twelve policeman bad waited in con- 
cealment in a house where they had 
learned from an anonymous source that a 
number of moonlighters would gather. When 
the moonlighters came they were admitted 
and the door closedand locked after them.

Death of the Monarch Momentarily Ex-

inany way, who will stand in the passage 
wearing @istinct uniforms for the purpose of 
controlling the audience and to direct them to 
the exits. This paper calls attention to the 
factthat greatcrowds are handled on board 
ship without panics in the face of most serious 
disasters. If there were a corps of proper of- 
ficials on duty at the theaters with authority to 
maintain discipline, the Lancet thinks that se- 
rious disasters in the way of panics would cer- 
tainly be avoided. Henry Irving approves of 
this plan and says he will be willing to pay his 
proper share to the fund of £10,000 per year to- 
wards the maintenance of Governmental 
corps.

The explanation of the whole affair is that 
among the several Masonic organizations 
claiming the right to confer degrees in the 
Seottish Rite, the Cerneau organization and 
the Southern Rite organization have, from 
time immemorial, been as actively stirred by 
jealousy as the houses of York and Lancaster 
in early English days. Disputes regarding 
priority of organization, succession and the 
powers of the parent consistories to confer 
charters, have been thrashed over times 
innumerable during the last two centuries.

Generous Chicago. 


From the Chicago Herald. 

Near the close of the most exciting season in 
the history of the League, the fluttering pen- 
nant of victory is almost seen floating over 
the victorious field of the Detroit Club. It is, 
or is to be, a gallant victory. What pluck and 
daring could do Chicago has done. New 


York, Boston, Philadelphia have not been far 
behind. Amonthago not one of them all 
would have abated a jot in its claims upon the 
trophy. A month of varying fortune and 
splendid endeavor has changed the complex- 
ion of the struggle until now an obvious fate 
compels the acknowledgment of defeat. De- 
troit has fairly won the victory. Let her 
have it. 

Among all the competitors that have striven 
for Chicago’s place there was not one to whom 
Chicago would more willingly have yielded 
than to Detroit. Something like a surfeit of 
victory has possessed the Garden City. Since 
1876, when the immortal big four came out 
from Boston, no lessthan six annual tokens 
of mastery have been easily won. While the 
national sport languished in spots, here it 
throve as a palm. Superiority was the nat- 
ural estate of the Chicago Ajaxes. In 1876, in 
1880, 1881, 1882, 1885 and 1886 we were graced 
with wreaths of victory. 

Mere victory had at length become tiresome. 
The standards must at length be shifted, and, 
if so, where with better grace or more pro- 

riety than to Detroit? The City of the Straits 
s as comely a collection of houses as ever 
grew by afairriver. Her people are as cour- 
teous and refined as ever went base ball mad. 
A little more than a year ago they gave them- 
selves up to this pardonable mania. The eld- 
ers sealed it with approval, the ladies beamed 
upon it, the young men embraced it, the 
babies cried for it. To check enthusi- 
asm such as this, rudely to stamp 
upon such warm affections would have been 
heartless indeed. Last season Chicago was 
not quite ready to give up the palm; this year 
her champions will themselves place it upon 
the brow of their valiant juniors. No others 
have fought so hard or so well.
